Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  District  for  1962. 


Vital  Statistics 

There  were  265  live  births  which  gives  a birth  rate  of  19.1 
compared  with  18.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  of  11.1  per  1,000  of  the  population  com- 
pares with  11.9  for  England  and  Wales. 


Infectious  Diseases 

There  were  comparatively  few  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
notified.  The  Ministry  of  Health  introduced  live  oral  Poliomyelitis 
vaccine  (Sabin)  during  the  year,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  over 
17  million  people  in  England  and  Wales  had  been  protected  by 
one  or  other  of  the  Poliomyelitis  vaccines.  The  total  number  of 
cases  notified  in  England  and  Wales  was  212  with  45  deaths. 

The  County  Council  introduced  immunisation  against 
Tetanus  during  the  year.  There  were  41  deaths  from  Tetanus  in 
England  and  Wales  during  the  year  and  when  one  includes  the 
occasional  fatality  and  the  considerable  number  of  severe  reactions 
from  the  use  of  anti-tetanus  serum  it  is  obvious  that  a scheme  of 
active  immunisation  is  necessary.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  parents 
will  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  as  it  is  thought  that 
farming  communities  are  more  likely  to  suffer  wounds  which 
may  become  infected  by  Tetanus. 

During  the  year  the  importation  of  Smallpox  from  Pakistan 
caused  62  cases  in  England  and  Wales  and  24  of  these  died.  This 
outbreak  caused  a widespread  demand  for  vaccination  and  even 
in  this  district  a very  large  number  were  performed.  It  is  estimated 
that  during  the  period  of  the  scare  between  seven  and  ten  million 
people  were  vaccinated  in  England  and  Wales. 


Mass  X-Ray 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Halstead  and  District 
during  1962.  1,164  people  attended  for  X-Ray  and  nine  were 

referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic. 
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Diabetes  Detection 


A pilot  survey  into  the  prevalence  of  unknown  cases  of 
Diabetes  Mellitus  was  carried  out  in  the  parishes  of  Sible  and 
Castle  Hedingham  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Allen  and  Dr.  Veater. 
Self  testing  material  was  sent  to  2,385  peopF  and  1,570  people 
returned  records  (05.8%).  Ten  previously  undiagnosed  cases  of 
Diabetes  were  discovered.  The  total  cost  was  £50.  It  was  hoped 
to  extend  this  scheme  to  the  rest  of  the  district  but  the  Ministry 
of  Health’s  opinion,  (Monthly  Bulletin  of  Ministry  of  Health, 
February,  1963)  was  apparently  that  “This  method  of  diagnosis 
has  proved  wasteful  both  in  fruitless  work  and  in  cost : it  has 
also  the  disadvantages  of  difficulties  in  follow  up  and  in  lack  of 
continuity.’’  Whether  the  expenditure  of  £5  for  each  previously 
undiagnosed  case  is  wasteful  is  in  my  opinion  doubtful.  This 
cost  per  case  would  undoubtedly  be  greatly  exceeded  in  the 
future  in  hospital  costs  and  sickness  benefit  if  the  disease  had  been 
allowed  to  progress  undiagnosed.  Furthermore  no  difficulties 
in  follow  up  or  lack  of  continuity  were  encountered  or  are  likely 
to  be  experienced  in  any  properly  organised  scheme.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report,  the  16th,  on  the  services  provided  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  during  the  year  1962. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Report  consists  mainly  of 
statistics  required  by  various  statutory  provisions,  but  it  does 
illustrate  how  environmental  public  health  standards  have  been 
maintained  and  raised  by  the  daily  insistent  pressure  for  the 
remedying  of  unsatisfactory  conditions  and  the  securing  of  im- 
proved ones.  The  year  was  one  of  steady  balanced  progress, 
and  the  Council  services  for  which  the  Department  is  responsible 
were  provided  economically  and  efficiently,  although  the  year’s 
work  was  again  affected  by  staff  shortages  and  changes.  Especially 
noteworthy  events  of  the  year  were  the  completion  and  putting 
into  operation  of  the  Council’s  comprehensive  district  water 
scheme  softening  plant,  and  the  provision  ot  two  further  village 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  at  Halstead  Rural  (Green- 
stead  Green)  and  Birdbrook  (Baythorn  End). 

Food 

Duties  in  connection  with  the  inspection  and  supervision 
of  food  supplies  again  occupied  a very  appreciable  proportion 
of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors’  time.  The  standard  of  hygiene 
on  the  whole  was  satisfactory,  and  no  serious  contraventions  were 
observed  during  the  year.  The  amount  of  unsound  food  volun- 
tarily surrendered  was  about  average.  100%  meat  inspection 
continued  to  be  carried  out,  and  this  involved  inspections  being 
made  during  evenings.  Routine  sampling  of  ice  cream  and  ice 
lollies  showed  these  commodities  to  be  of  a high  bacterial  standard. 

Water 

Routine  sampling  of  water  supplies  confirmed  the  4 public 
mains  supplies  and  3 private  mains  supplies  to  be  satisfactory 
both  chemically  and  bacteriologically  and  the  detailed  typical 
analyses  given  on  page  13  are  of  interest. 

Housing 

Housing  in  its  many  aspects  took  priority  in  the  work 
of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  routine  repair  and  im- 
provement of  houses  proceeded  reasonably  satisfactorily,  and  the 
Slum  Clearance  Schemes  and  the  Improvement  Grants  Schemes 
also  maintained  steady  progress. 

It  should  never  be  forgotten  that  unless  the  normal 
deterioration  of  existing  houses,  appreciable  numbers  of  which  are 
progressively  falling  steadily  behind  modern  standards  on  account 
of  age  and  lack  of  repair  and  improvement  work,  is  arrested 
by  timely  reconditioning  work,  serious  slum  clearance  problems 
might  arise  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 
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Early  in  the  year  the  Council  reviewed  their  overall  slum 
clearance  policy,  particularly  with  a view  to  securing  the  more 
rapid  vacation  and  demolition  of  unfit  houses  by  increasing  the 
rate  of  rehousing.  Although  there  was  an  increase  in  rehousing 
occupants  of  condemned  houses  from  11  in  1961  to  17  in  1962, 
at  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  occupied  condemned  houses 
had  actually  increased  from  150  to  162. 

Workplaces 

Factories,  Workplaces,  Outworkers  and  Shops  inspection 
duties  did  not  receive  the  time  and  attention  they  merit,  but  no 
serious  defects  at  these  premises  were  notified  by  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories  or  by  private  complainants. 

Waste  Matters. 

Public  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,  and  public  refuse 
collection  and  disposal  were  included  in  the  duties  of  your 
Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  schemes  throughout  the  District  in  accordance  with  the 
Council’s  post  war  priority  programme  proceeded  satisfactorily, 
and  the  two  village  schemes  completed  during  the  year  brought 
the  post  war  total  up  to  8. 

Drainage  duties  closely  followed  housing  in  priority  in  the 
work  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  has  increased  con- 
siderably with  the  availability  of  mains  water  supplies  and  public 
sewerage  facilities. 

No  alteration  in  the  public  cleansing  service  took  place 
during  the  year. 

Miscellaneous 

Complaints  and  investigations  of  the  various  nuisances 
from  smoke  and  dust,  noise,  keeping  of  animals  and  poultry,  etc., 
were  about  average,  as  were  also  rodent  and  insect  pest  infestations. 

Once  again  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  record  how  the  pre- 
ventive and  protective  day  to  day  environmental  public  health 
work  of  the  Department  was  encouraged  by  the  continued  interest, 
support  and  confidence  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  and  Council,  and  how  this  work  contri- 
butes so  much  towards  promoting  healthy  living,  reducing  sickness 
and  lessening  preventable  deaths.  I am  grateful  too  for  the  willing 
and  loyal  assistance  of  my  own  staff  and  also  to  other  Council 
Officers  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

The  Council  remained  responsible  for  the  registration  of  dairies 
other  than  dairy  farms  and  of  distributors,  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  for  the  supervision  of  dairy  farms.  Dealers  licences 
were  granted  by  the  Essex  County  Council  as,  Food  and  Drugs  Authority, 
and  permitted  sales  outside  as  well  as  inside  the  area  of  the  licensing 
authority. 

Bacteriological  milk  sampling  and  also  sampling  for  biological 
examination  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  Brucella  abortus  was  carried  out  by 
the  Essex  County  Council. 

The  3 registered  dairy  premises  were  all  visited  by  your  Public 
Health  Inspectors  during  the  year. 


(f)  Ice  Cream

Only  two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  unfit 
food,  food  handlers’  unhygienic  practices,  or  uncleanly  food  premises. 
There  is,  however,  a well  known  marked  reticence  on  the  part  of  the 
public  generally  in  making  official  complaints  regarding  these  matters. 

No  prosecutions  regarding  food  or  food  premises  were  instituted 
during  the  year. 

The  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  were  responsible 
for  the  taking  of  samples  for  chemical  analysis  of  food  and  drugs,  milk, 
ice  cream,  etc.,  but  details  of  such  sampling  were  not  notified  to  the 
Rural  District  Council. 
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2.  WATER 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  was  satisfactory  both  in  respect  of 
quality  and  quantity,  although  during  the  summer  it  was  necessary  to 
restrict  the  use  of  water  for  gardens,  washing  cars,  etc.  The  public  water 
supplies  were  chlorinated  and  constructional  work  on  the  Council’s  com- 
prehensive District  Water  Scheme  softening  plant  completed  and  the  plant 
brought  into  operation  in  May. 

No  extensions  to  water  maims  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
but  schemes  for  extensions  in  the  parishes  of  Buhner,  Toxearth,  Great 
Yeldham,  Little  Yeldham,  Middleton,  Pebmarsh,  Pentlow  and  White 
Colne  received  Ministry  approval  and  were  out  to  tender  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

As  a routine  procedure  samples  of  the  District  Water  Scheme  supply 
were  submiited  for  bacteriological  laboratory  examination  monthly,  and 
samples  of  all  other  mairts,  water  supplies  quarterly.  The  District  Water 
Scheme  samples  included  some  of  the  raw  water  direct  from  the  borewell. 
Samples  for  chemical  analysis  were  also  taken.

Public  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  was  part  ol  the  duties  of 
your  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Comprehensive  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  served i 9 
Parishes  (Birdbrook  (Baythorn  End),  Bures  Hamlet,  Castle  Hedingham, 
£?ls  cXe  Gosfield,  Great  Yeldham,  Halstead  Rural  (Greensteau 
Green)  Smle  Hedingham  and  Steeple  Bumpstead).  2 Parishes  (Colne 
Engaine  and  Eoxearth)  had  pudhc  sewerage  Utilities  which  were 
inadequate  In  addition  7 small  private  sewers  and  sewage  dispo-al 
works  served  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Earls  Colne,  GestmgtJhorpe,  Great 
Maplestead,  Helions  Bumpstead,  'Littile  Yeldham,  Sible  Hedingham 
Wickham  St.  Paul. 

The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Halstead  Rural 
(Greenslead  Green)  was  completed  and  available  to  receive  connection, 
from  “ptember,  and  (ha,  lor  Birdbrook  (, Baythorn  End)  from  December 
A,  line  end  ot  the  year  properties  connected  to  the  new  sewers  completed 
during  1961  and  1962,  expressed  as  a percentage  of  properties  capab  g 
of  connection,  were  Birdbrook  (Baythorn  End)  16%,  Castle  Hedingham 
97%  Gosfield  98%,  Great  Yeldham  69%  Halstead  Rural  (Greenstead 
Green)  48%,  and  Sible  Hedingham  64%.  Constructronalworkon  ne 
schemes  for  Pebmarsh  and  Toppesfield  was  almost  finished  and  thes^ 
were  expected  to  be  available  for  connections  early  in  1903. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a tender  had  been  accepted  for  the  scheme 
for  Colne  Engaine,  and  the  scheme  for  Ridgewell  was  awaiting  Mmis  ry 
approval  in  principle.  Schemes  for  Belchamp  St.  Pau  , F 
and  extensions  to  Gosfield  were  in  course  of  preparation  by  the  Council 

Consulting  Engineers.

(d)  Refuse  Storage  and  Disposal 

Public  cleansing  was  part  of  the  duties  of^your  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.  The  Council  possessed  3 refuse  collecting  veiTicles  wihich  removed 
house  refuse  at  fortnightly  intervals.  Refuse  was  disposed  of  on  refuse 
dumps  at  Birdbrook,  Great  Yeldham,  Sible  Hedimgham  and  White  Colne. 

Eight  inspections  of  refuse  tips,  and  17  inspections  regarding  refuse 
accumulations  were  made.  One  informal  notice  was  served  regarding  a 
refuse  accumulation,  and  six  regarding  provision  of  dustbins. 

As  a result  of  informal  action  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  two 
accumulations  of  refuse  were  removed  and  two  dustbins  provided. 
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6.  PESTS 

(a)  Insect  Pests 

The  District  continued  to  be  comparatively  free  from  insect  pest 
infestation  No  premises  were  found  with  bed  bug  infestations  A total  ot 
34  inspections  were  made  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  regarding  tract 
pests,  and  13  premises  were  disinfested  of  ants,  carpet  beetles,  fleas,  fl  -s, 

wasps,  etc. 


(b)  Rodent  Control  . 

The  Counc'i  operated  a rat  and  mouse  disinfestation  service  for 
occupiers  of  private  and  business  premises  on  a basis  of  repayment  ot  the 
S of  ti~,  tmnsjon  and  materials.  Poison  bait  was  also  tssn.d  free  to 

private  householders. 

There  was  no  unduly  high  incidence  of  rat  and  mouse  infestations 
in  the  District.  The  Council’s  public  sewers,  sewage  disposal  works,  retuse 
dumns  etc.,  were  rat  disinfested  as  a routine  measure  in  accordance  witn 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  requirements.
